Selectmen’s Report. 


As required by law, we submit this the sixth annual printed 
report of our transactions of the business of the town for the 
year ending February 15, 18098. 

We feel it our duty to call the attention of every citizen inter- 
ested in the welfare of our town to the subject of taxes, and the 
manner of collecting them. For more than twenty-five years 
as the records plainly show, a few holders of real estate have 
neglected or refused to pay the lawful tax assessed on their 
property. And the town at its annual meeting in 1896 instructed 
the selectmen to collect by suit at law, if necessary, back taxes 
due the town from delinquent tax payers, and in accordance 
with that vote we have begun the collection of the same. We 
have thus far brought suit against three, one of whom settled 
before the case came to court; the second, we got judgment 
against the estate, and the third had to be continued to the 
April term of court, because of failure to notify all of the heirs 
in time. Many others have settled their tax in full, and the bal- 
ance have made payments on the bills, with the promise to pay 
more as soon as possible. ‘The subject has been the cause of 
much worriment to us, and we have been criticised without stint 
by a few of the unfortunate delinquents, yet we have tried to be 
as lenient as we could in justice to all concerned. 

But it is time that all should be compelled to pay their share 
of the expense of the town. ‘The claim has been made by some 
that the town had money at good interest, when she had deeds 
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of delinquent tax payers, which is not borne out by facts, for in 
our settlement with delinquents all but two wanted an abatement 
and not one was willing to pay interest, so that the good interest 


claim amounts to nothing, but the delinquency of the few has © 


caused many others to become delinquent, until some of the 
most valuable pieces of property in town are sold for taxes year 
after year, and some stringent measures must be adopted to 
compel them to come to time. . 

The dispute over the boundary question between Newcastle 
and Portsmouth is still unsettled, but is before the full bench of 
the supreme court which will give a final decision in June. — 

As by vote of the town we sold the hearse and hearse house 
at public auction to J. K. Card, for $26.50, the highest bidder. 

We have had the East school building painted as per vote, at 
a cost of $38.75, being the lowest bid. 

We have also had to make some extra repairs to the highway, 
owing to rains causing washouts and caving in of wall, amount- 
ing to $50.09. And we would again call the attention of the 
voters to the dangerous piece of highway from Beach Hill leading 
to Fort Constitution, it is of no use to the town, and we are of 


_ the opinion that it ought to be closed ; the town narrowly escap- © 


ing a lawsuit for damage, the past summer, owing to a team 
going over the embankment. 
December 28, we had a meeting upon petition of the directors 
of the Portsmouth horse railroad, for the laying out of a route 
through some of our streets to Sandy beach, and after listening 
to the remonstrants, which in our judgment did not have weight 
enough to affect the popular demand for the said road, we 
granted them permission to lay rails and set poles with which to 
operate an electric road, under proper restrictions for the pro- 
tection of the town. 
The financial condition of the town is better than for many

years. We have added %500 to the sinking fund as by vote 
directed, which with its increments now amounts to $1,612.40. 

We have also been compelled to make repairs to Wentworth 
bridge, amounting to $157.63 for which no money had been 
appropriated. ‘There has been paid back bills this year amount- 
ing to $227.78,and we have had to abate from the old tax deeds 
poll taxes, which were made to appear as part of last year’s 
assets, amounting to $125.00 thereby lessening this year’s as- 
sets that amount. ti 

We have inserted an article in the warrant calling for some 
action on our town bond question, as they become due in 1900, 
and it would be well to begin to make some arrangements for 
their redemption in season. |
